(57) ABSTRACT 
A process for temperature regulation of sections of the 
interior of an aircraft with tlie following steps: recording of 
file respective actual temperatures and the respective nomi- 
nal temperatures in the individual sections; mixing of engine 
bleed air and air wiiich is cooler than the engine bleed air in 
order to obtain pre*tempered mixed air at a temperature
